Mr. Jerry Blanchard, 1100 Lincoln Ave- 
nue, was heard in opposition to using any 
streets east of Pennsylvania and south of 
Mt. Hope Avenue for heavy trucking. This 
in connection with construction of ware- 
houses just south of city limits, reached 
via Alpha Street. He was informed that 
until a specific problem arose, the Com- 
mission could make no recommendations. 
It was moved and supported that no action 
be taken at this time. 


Carried. 


Mr. Harold Glass, Dr. Hugget, Dr. 
Scheidt, and Henry Fisher appeared to 
request that parking be restored on the 
north side of W. Grand River Avenue from 
Washington Avenue to N. Grand River 
Avenue. Doctors were informed that vehi- 
cles in the act of loading and unloading 
patients would not be interfered with. 
Doctors stated that the prohibition of 
parking had not affected their business— 
they had more than they could handle. 
As the agreement to remove this parking 
was made by the City Council with the 
.State Highway Department, the matter 
was referred to City Council.

A group from So. Cedar Street repre- 
sented by Atty. Joseph Planck, appeared 


to protest the painting of crosswalk lines 
at the “‘T’’ intersections of Edison, Rock- 
ford, Tisdale and Lincoln.

However, a 
communication was received from the State 
Highway Department, setting forth their 
recommendations. There was some varia- 
tion between the two recommendations. 
The Traffic Commission rescinded its action 
of September 16th and recommends the 
following speed limits on S. Cedar Street: 


Cedar St.—from Kalamazoo St. to Mt. Hope 
Ave.—40 mph. 


Cedar St.—from Mt. Hope Ave. to Hunter 
Blvd.—30 mph. 
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Cedar St.—from Hunter Bivd. to S. City 
Limits—40 mph.

In a discussion in regard to leasing of 
City Parking Lots 1-2-3 to private oper- 
ators, the chairman appointed a committee 
to check to see how other cities are oper- 
ating their unmetered parking lots. Ann 
Arbor and Kalamazoo were suggested as 
cities to visit.

It was also decided to find out what the 
private operators would do if given a 
chance to lease these city lots. 


A discussion was held about the down- 
town traffic signal installations. The 
traffic engineer was instructed to present 
the facts to City Council for its reaction 
to proposed changes. 


In a discussion of street lighting it was 
brought out that there are several heavily 
traveled streets that should be studied to 
see if present street lighting is adequate. 


.The traffic engineer was instructed to sub- 


mit a list of streets and suggest that the 
Board of Water & Electric Light Com- 
missioners study the street lighting on 
these streets. 


The traffic engineer was instructed to 
prepare a list of sites in the central busi- 
ness district for additional off-street park- 
ing lots. 


The meeting adjourned at 9:46 PM.

Milo Ward, were present to 
discuss proposal to install parking meters 
in this area. Also, to protest institution 
of parking ban on the north side of E. 
Grand River Avenue from High Street to 
Larch Street. 


The traffic engineer was instructed to 
make further studies of parking and traffic 
conditions in this area and to submit a 
report for the November meeting. 


Superintendent Dwight Rich and Ald. 
Fred Tripp were heard in regard to a 
request for a traffic signal at the inter- 
section of Jerome and Pennsylvania. After 
considerable discussion it was moved and 
supported that a recommendation be made 
to City Council that the policeman now 
stationed at Michigan and Pennsylvania 
be transferred to Jerome and Pennsylvania 
during school crossing hours. 


Carried. 


A request for a traffic signal at Michi- 
gan and Magnolia was denied. Previous 
request for this signal was turned down 
by the State Highway Department. 


A proposal by the Police Department 
to alleviate traffic congestion on Washing- 
ton Avenue in the central business district 
by prohibiting right turns at certain inter- 
sections during certain hours on certain 
days was approved for a trial period. 


It is planned to prohibit right turs as 
follows: 


3:00 P.M. to 9:15 P.M. Mondays only 


8:00 P.M. to 5:45 P.M. Tuesdays thru 
Fridays. 


10:00 A.M. to 1:00 P.M. Sundays only. 


At the following intersections: 
Southbound on Washington at Ottawa, 
Washtenaw and Kalamazoo. 


Northbound on Washington at Kala- 
mazoo, Allegan and Ionia. 


If trouble develops at Washington and 
Michigan it may be necessary to ban right 
turns there also. 


Carried. 


Yield Right of Way signs are to be 
installed on Smith Avenue from Washing- 
ton to Logan requiring all cross traffic 
to yea right of way to Smith Avenue 
traffic ; 


On Genesee at Sycamore requiring Syca- 
more traffic to yield to Genesee traffic; 


On Everett at Hillsdale requiring Hills- 
dale traffic to yield to Everett traffic; 


On Everett at Lenawee requiring Lena- 
wee traffic to yield to Everett traffic: 


On Illinois at Oak requiring Oak traffic 
to yield to Illinois traffic. 


Carried. 


Consideration of a petition to eliminate 
truck and other commercial carriers on 
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E. Mt. Hope Avenue from the east City 
limits to Pennsylvania Avenue, was tabled.

Sycamore Street—west side, from Main 
to Saginaw.

It was moved and supported after con- 
siderable discussion to table request for 
City-wide No Parking 2 AM-5 AM by 
erecting signs giving notice thereof at the 
City Limits. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and supported that 
parking be restricted to two hour 8 AM- 
6 PM on both sides of Braman from Logan 
to Pico. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and seconded to 
deny a request for 15-minute parking on 
N. Pine, N.W. corner of Michigan, which 
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is now signed for 1-hour parking 8 AM - 
6 PM. Also, in front of bakery in 2700 
block of S. Logan which is now signed 
No Parking.

It was moved and supported that parking 
be permitted on west side of N. Logan 
from Oakland to Rose Court, and on the 
south side of Oakland from Clyde to Logan.
